WASHINGTON, 


Senate and House at Last 
Reach an Agreement 


For a Bill to Regulate Commerce Be- 
tween the States, 


The House Passed the Electoral Count 
Bill. 


The Slate of Appointments to the New Federal 
District im California Made Up and 
Ready to be Sent to the 
Senate. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—[By the Western 
Associated Press.| The conference upon 
the inter-State commerce measures, popu- 
larly known as the Reagan and Cullom bills, 
reached an agreement to-day upon the differ- 
ences between the Senate and House. The 
report of the conference committee will be 
presented as soon as it can be _ pre- 
pared and signed, and its adoption will 
be asked at an early date. The 
billscpassedcby the Senate and House pro- 
pose different plans for the regulation of the 
inter-State traffic of the country. Both pro- 
hibit unjust discrimination between persons 
and places, the giving of special rates, pre- 
ferences ete., as well as certain practices, 
which are declared to be unlawful. Both 
bills .required railroads to publish their 
rates and to adhereto them when published 
They did not differ materially inthe penalty 
provided for violation of their general 
provisions; but they differed widely in 
the methods prestribed for securing 
their enforcement. The House bill gives 
every shipper with a grievance a right of 
action in the State and United States courts 
on his option and in his own behalf for a re- 
covery of the damages he may have sustained. 
with the provision that a reasonable attor- 
ney fee should be allowed in every case 
of recovery. The Senate bill did not 
preclude a from instituting suits 
in theirown behalf, but it provided for the 
creation of a commission required to investi- 
rate all complaints made and to settle them 
”y arbitration, If possible; if not, to prose- 
cute the ease in the courts when they found 
that the shippers were entitled to redress. 
By the compromise which had been agreed 
upon, the conferrees proposed to putoboth 
these plans of regulation into operation, and 
to retain the remedial features of both bills. 
They will recommend that the House agree 
to the commission system as it stands in the 
Senate bill, and that the Senate agree to the 
provision of allowances to such shippers 


as may elect to do so, to prosecute 
suits for the recovery of damages 
in the United States court on 


their own behalf, with provisions that they 
shall not have the right to pursue their rem- 
edy in courts and through the commission in 
the samme case. On one vexed and much- 
debated question, the long and short haul, 
a compromise has been agreed upon. The 
House bill absolutely prohibited a greater 
charge for a short than for a long distance, 
which includes the shorter, upon any 
one railroad. The provision in the Senate 
bill -prohibits a greater charge for a 
shorter than for longer distances under 
substantially similar circumstances and con- 
ditions over the same line in the same direc- 
tion and from the same original point of de- 
parture, or to the same point of arrival. It 
also authorized the Commission to make 
an exception to this general rule in special 
cases in which it seemed proper. The sub- 
stitute section, ed to by the conferees 
makes it unlawful for any railroad to charge 
more for the transportation of passengers or 


| like kind of property under substantially 


similar circumstances and conditions for 
shorter than for longer distance over the 
same line and in the same direction, the, 
shorter being included within the longe 
line, with the proviso that in special cases, 
upon application, and after investigation, 
the commission may prescribe the extent 
to which such railroad shal! be relieved from 
the operation of this section. The House bill 
contains an absolute prohibition of pooling, 
while the Senate bill provided for an imme- 
diate investigation by the Commission of 
the question of legislatica upon the subject. 
Upon this point the Senate conferees have 
fielded and accepted the provision of the 

ouse bill.

‘ALL ABOUT BAXTER. 


Why the President Changed His 
Mind About an Appointment. 
Cuicaaco, Dec. 9.—[By the Western Asso- 
ciated Press.}] Commenting on the appoint- 
ment of Thos. Moonlight as Governor of 
Wyoming, the Washington correspondent 
of the Daily News telegraphs: “About six 
weeks ago there was appointed to this place 
Mr. Baxter, a young man who graduated at 
West Point in 1876, and after afew years 
service in the army, resigned to go into the 
ranching business. Baxter is a son of ex- 
Governor Baxter, of Arkansas, and recently 
married a oe of Mr. Maghee, the 
riehest man in Tennessee.” Baxter was not 
a candidate for the Governorship, but came 
here on his bridal trip and was introdu 
the White House, ge several 
with Mrs. Cleveland and impressed the 
President so far that the latter gave 
him the appointment; but to-day, instead 
of sendin 
the President nominated Tom Moon- 
light, of Kansas, a professional office- 
holder and politician. As Moonlight was 
one of the earliest settlers of Kansas, and as 
an Abolitionist fought beside John Brown 
at Ossawatomie, served through the war in 
a Kansas regiment, and was afterwards 
elected Secretary of State, his appoint- 
ment was a surprise to Kansas people in 
Washington. It was even a greater sur- 
rise for the friends of Baxter, and they 
ave been to the White House and to the 
Interior Department to inquire how it hap- 


ened. Baxter did not seek the office, but’ 


1as not deelined his claim. He took 
much trouble to arrange his business 
affairs so that he could perform the duties 
of the place. It is said that the reason 
Baxter was not nominated is that he-is a 
large cattle-owner and that his sympathies 
are with the ranchmen who are fighting the 
government on the fencing of public 
grounds. He arrived here to-night to pro 
test against his sudden removal.” -

CLEVERLY CAUGHT. 


How Customs Officers Made a Haul 
or Illicit Opium. 

SAN FranctSco, Dec. 9.—[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.}] The revenue cut- 
ter Richard Rush, with customs officers 
aboard, intercepted the steamer Gaelic, bound 
from China, early this morning, outside of 
the Heads. Two boats were sent out from 
the cutter. As one of them came in sizht of 
the steamer, it was evidently mistaken by 
some of those on board for a smuggier’s 
boat, for five large wooden cases were low- 
ered cautiously into the water directly in 
front of it. A line was made fast to the 
eases and they were taken in tow by the 
boat. After the Gaelie was boarded by the 
officers she was allowed to proceed. When 
examined, the eases thrown overboard were 
found to contain opium to the value of $5000.

At 
the Coroner's inquest, however, a letter was 
found, written yesterday and in German, 
addressed to his wife, which showed that 
the suicide was premeditated and that ill 
health was the cause of the rash act. De- 
ceased was always looked upon as being 
well fixed financially, and the announce- 
ment of his death brought forth inany com- 
ments as to the probable cause. He leaves 
a wife and three children, besides many 
warm friends to mourn his loss.

hinderance. It was proclaimed by a 
member of the police force that the 
head of the department was in collu- 
sion with the gamblers, receiving from 
them regular monthly stipends, condi- 
tioned on his letting them. severely 
alone. Au investigation followed and 
the Chief was whitcwashed. But the, 


condition of affairs, and, under the 
pressure of further disclosures, he sent 
in his resignation. 

The question now before the people 
of Los Angeles is, who shall be selected 
to fill this responsible position? Is it 
advisable to put in another man whose 
chief ambition it is to make all he can 
out of the office while it lasts? Is it 
not possible to find somebody with a 
little stronger grasp on integrity and a 
little broader view of publie duty? 

If the laws of the city and the State 
which make gambling a misdemeanor 
are a dead letter—if this vice is to be 
set down as one of the necessary evils, 
to be deprecated and forbidden but 
continually winked at—then let us ex- 
punge the laws. We should at least be 
candid and honest with ourselves be- 
fore demanding candor and honesty 
ofour public servants. Nothing is so 
utterly demoralizing and subversive of 
good government as to-have laws in 
the statute books which, by common 
consent or sufferance, are ignored. 

But if the-people who make our laws 
and the people whose moral force sus- 
tain them believe that gambling isa 
vice which can and should be sup- 
pressed, why, then, let them look about 
fora man who will suppress it; and, 
when they find such aman, let them 
stand by him. If a Chief of Police 
takes the oath of office, let him under- 
stand that he takes it. in good faith and 
means to enforce the laws as he finds 
them. If he is unable to dothis he 
should not aspire to the office. 


Secretary Manning on Silver. 


The report of Secretary of the 

Treasury Manning, which was sub- 
mitted on Monday, and of which a 
brief outline was given in the dis- 
patches from Washington, is devoted 
very largely to the silver question, 
about one-half of the document being 
occupied with that subject. After con- 
sidering the action of European govern- 
ments during the past few years in 
reference to’ silver, the Secretary pro- 
ceeds to review the four policies which 
received attention at the last session of 
Songress, viz: (1) free coinage of 
silver; (2) conferences; (3) continued 
purchases of silver, and (4) stopping 
purchases of silver. As to the first, he 
concludes that free coinage ‘* would 
destroy the power of the United States 
to promote the restoration of silver to 
its old and equal place in the monetary 
,order.’’ 

In regard to the second, the Secre- 
tary concludes that in view of the man- 
rner in which, at-the instance of Great 
Britain, former monetary conferences 
called at the instance of the United 
States have resulted, it does not now be- 
come the dignity of this nation to ask 
further conferences, especially pend- 
ing the investigation which Great 
Britain is now making, on her own ac- 
count, at the instance of her great In- 
dian dependency, the result of which 
investigation Great Britain is bound to 
await before taking part in any inter- 
national inquiry. ' 

Against the continued purchase of 
silver strong ground is taken. The 
Secretary says: 

‘The Treasury silver purchase is de- 
fended by nobody, approved by no- 
body; even every vote for the free 
coinage of silver is a vote that the 
Treasury silver purchase shall cease, 
an assertion that it ought to cease. 
It has thrown away the opportunity to 
let loose abroad the silver we have 
kept, stamped and stored, and it has 
discarded the power to reduce -by as 
much the foreign stocks of gold, two 
arguments that would have had an 
intelligible cogency. Itis a policy which, 
if now prolonged by our hopes, may 
easily be so protracted thereafter by 
astute delays and dilatory proceedings 
and by the time taken for negotiation 


itself. as to foree an Asiatic silver 
basis for America. It is thus. at least. 
the remission of all eontrol of the 


silver question to adverse, if not to hos- 
tile, interests. It deprives the United 
States of perfect equality of position 
(non-coinage) in negotiation with for- 
eign powers.” 

The Secretary coneludes that the 
stoppage of the purchase of silver is the 
only possible policy. He says: 

“tt will stop a wasteful and injurious 
expense, and the taxation which de- 
frays it. It will commence and _ pro- 
mote reform in the sum and _ the 
methods of . Federal taxation. It 
will recover to the United States 
an equality of position (non-coinage) 
With foreign powers, which will give 
us due influence in negotiation. It 
will induce negotiation, and jiegotia- 
tion to the end of relief, not for the 
purpose of delay. Stopping the pur- 
chase and coinage of silver is the first 
step and the best which the United 
States can take in doing their great 
part to repair the monetary dislocation 
of the world. Its origin was foreign; 
its remedy is international. The time 
is ripe for this powerful commonweaith 
to enter decisively upon that interna- 


tional transaction. The ripe moment 
must not be let slip. After 
becoming entangled in nego-, 


tiation, we should not be free, as now. 
to act first for our own advantage and 
then for the promoting of our own de- 
liverance and the world’s deliverance 
from this world-wide trouble. De- 
pressing industry and trade, it affects 
private prosperity everywhere. Butits 
influence upon government finances is 
a separable injury, and varies in differ- 
ent States, according to the fiscal and 
currency systems which it disturbs. In 
England the depression is serious, but 
the disordered finances of her largest 
dependency; India, is the point of 
trouble which touches the government 
of Great Britain. In France and Ger- 
many the depression is general, but the 
fiscal problem is the maintenance of an 
enormous but not enlarging stock of 
coined silver, lately depreciated nearly 
30 per cent., at par with gold, while 
keeping both in use. In the United 
States the depression of trade is great. 
caused by the natural unwillingness of 
those whose savings are little, as of 
those whose capital is large, to risk its 
loss In falling prices and the hazard of 
a silver basis, thus contracting every- 


whitewash failed to disguise the true 


where, not money. of which there isa 


superabundance, but the employment 
of savings as capital, by means of 
money, in organizing industry and 
keeping labor busy. But the trouble, 
meanwhile, caused to the government 
finances is different. Here, too, as in 
France and in Germany, there is need 
of holding an enormous and also en- 
larging stock (larger now than that of 
France relatively to our commercial 
and banking habits) of coined silver, 
lately depreciated 30 per cent., at par 
with gold, while keeping both in use.”’ 

The results of stopping the purchase 
of silver, Mr. Manning concludes, will 
be most happy. Hesums them up as 
fellows: 

“To stop the purchase of silver will 
enable the Treasury, while the mone- 
tary system is restoring to its normal 
conditions, to maintain with certainty 
and greater ease the present stock of 
silver coin at par with gold in all our 
fiscal and local uses, to the great relief 
from distrust, of the owners and em- 
ployers of capital, and so to the greater 
relief and inereasing employment of 
labor—the first fruits of sound finance 
and the first condition of prosperity. . 
. . If the law were repealed which 
makes compulsory Treasury purchases 
of silver, and if that repeal were ac- 
companied by the declaration of Con- 
gress that the United States now hold 
themselves in readiness to unite with 
France, Germany and Great Britain in 
opening their mints to the free coin- 
age of silver and gold ata ratio fixed 
by international agreement, it is the 
deliberate judgment of the undersigned 
that before the expiration of another 
fiscal year this international monetary 
dislocation might be corrected by such 
an international concurrence, the two 
monetary metals-restored to their old 
and universal function as the one 
standard measure of prices for the 
world’s commodities, the depression of 
trade and industry relieved, and a gen- 
eral prosperity renewed.” 


Ar the recent annual meeting of the 
California Immigration Association, 
held in San Francisco, the President 
dwelt on the fact of government 
lands becoming scarce and more dis- 
tant, and urged the association to en- 
large its sphere of usefulness by allow- 
ing persons having tracts of land and 
improved farms for sale in the north to 
place their descriptions and terms of 


sale in the association rooms, 
and authorizing the officers of 
the association to direct persons 


seeking information to such  land- 
holders. This course the President 
considered would not conflict with the 
objects of the association in furthering 
settlement on government lands, and 
would prevent people in search of im- 
proved lands from going south. This 
is certainly a lofty ambition for a State 
Immigration Association—not to at- 
tract settlement to the State at large, 
but to direct it from the south to the 
north. The average State oxganiza- 
tion whieh has its being in and about 
the metropolis or the capital is de- 
cidedly local.

KILGORE THE KILLER. 


TESTIMONY INTRODUCED AS TO 
DEFENDANT'S CHARACTER. 


A Number of Witnesses Who Have 
Known Him from Youth—He Was 
Always a Good Boy—His Employ- 
er’s Evidence. 


The ease of The People against Ira B. Kil- 
gore was again called, soon, after 10 o’eloek 
yesterday morning. ‘Fhe courtroom was 
filled, almost to its full capacity, with an in- 
terested crowd of listeners, while the wit- 
nesses, of themselves, formed quite a small 
army. 

Testimony for the defense oeceupied the 
whole day’s proceedings. In addition to a 
budget of testimony received, by mail from 
the East, a number of witnesses had been 
subpeenaed from San José and San Francis- 
co to testify as to the defendant's character 
in {hose places. Their evidence all went to 
show that defendant had been an exemplary 
young man. In the afternoon the defendant 
himself testified at considerable length. 
Below will be found a report,of the day’s 
proceedings, 

The prosecution stated that they had only 
one more witness to place on the stand—Mrs, 
Oldridge—who had not yet arrived, but was 
expected every minute. The Court ec] 
to wait five minutes for this witness. At 
the end of that time, the witness not ap- 
pearing, the prosecution rested. 

Counsel for the defense then addressed 
jury, stating his theory of the case, and the 
aw and evidence applicable thereto. Mr. 
Gage maintained that defendant had been 
all his life a peaceable, quiet and good man. 
That he was in no manner the equal, physi- 
cally of Oldridge, of whom he was afraid. 
That Oldridge had a mania for whipping 
Kilgore, being possessed of an idea that the 
latter wished to drive him from his position. 
That under the circumstances it was Kil- 
cw duty to himself and family to protect 
iimself against the onslaught of that Her- 
cules. That it was a physical impossibility 
for Giese’s testimony to be true. 

LEROY LEDBETTER 
was called and sworn. He is a Deputy 
Constable. Had seen Oldridge twice. On 
the first time when he had a warrant of ar- 
rest for him for battery. When the warrant 
was served Oldridge accompanied witness 
and on there way out of the shop, Oldridge 
passed Kilgore, at whom he sprang, saying: 
*You d—d s— of a b—, kill you,” and as- 
saulted him, blacking his eyes. Witness 
separated them. Oldridge plead guilty to 
two assaults, and as he went out of the court 
said: “Pil get even, Ill get the worth of my 
money, I'll theach the s— of b— how to 
swear a warrant out.” At the time of the 
assault, Kilgore did nothing but put up his 
arm to try and protect his face. 

Cross-examined: Didn't remember hav- 
ing heard Kilgore apply a vile epithet to 
Oldridge. Oldridge had struck Kilgore 
three or four times. . This happened about 
one or two months before the shooting. 
Didn't hear Kilgore say he would get even. 

Redirect: Kilgore had asked Judge 
Ranney if he couldn’t do something to 
protect him. 

LOUIS MESMER 
has lived in Los Angeles thirty-two years. 
Had seen Oldridge lying dead, immediately 
after the shooting. Couldn't remember 
everything that was lying on the floor. 
SAMUEL W. LUITWEILER, 

proprietor of the shop where the shooting 
occurred, was next sworn. Oldridge had 
worked for him about two years. Witness 
had gone toSan Francisco to look for a good 
man towork forhim. (This evidence was 
objected to by the defense and objection 
sustained. Quite a little discussion ensued 
between Mr. Gage and the Court on this 
question.) Oldridge attended to witness’s 
outside business. Afterward promoted him 
to a position formerly held by E. P. John- 
son. Johnson was salesman and Kilgore 
bookkeeper and general a during 
witness's absence. It was the duty of Kil- 

we to see that the men obeyed orders. 
VYhen Kilgore asked Oldridge to work 


on some shafts it was in Kilgore’s 
line of duty to ask him.- On the 
day of the shooting arrived at 


place of business about§s o’clock, saw Kil- 
gore shortly afterwards. He told witness 
about carrying up the shaft on which Old- 
ridge had refused to work. Said Oldridge 
had used some very strong language to him. 
That he couldn’t do business any further 
like that; one of them would have to go. 
Then told Kilgore to tell Oldridge to take 
his things and go home. After Oldridge 


he had acted very ungentlemanly. He re- 
plied: Kilgore was trying to get him out of 
a job. Kilgore had never said anything to 
witness to try to get Oldridge discharged. 

Crospexuminet: The first he knew of any 
unfriendliness between Oldridge and Kil- 
gore Was when the former attacked the lat- 
ter. Witness had not contributed any money 
to the defense. Had not taken more inter- 
est in the case on one side than on the 
other. Iliad not heard the shot fired. Old- 
ridge was about breathing his last when 
witness came downstairs. 

Redirect: Had seen 
lying near Oldridge. 

(Diagram here produced and witness testi- 
fied as to location of objects, being exam- 
ined on the subject by both the defense and 
the prosecution. ) 

The defense offered’ as testimony the 
deposition of Theodore Giese before the 
Coroner. 

An adjournment was here taken until 
2 p.m. 

On reassembling, 
STEPHEN M. WHITE 
was sworn for the defense. 

Mr. White was asked who employed him 
in this case, to which he replied that he was 
employed by a Mr. Ball, a retative of the 
deceased. 

Mr. Gage then introduced the record testi- 
mony in the case, ineluding depositions of 
taken in the “East, among others 
John C. Wright and ©. H. McKittrick, of 
Indiana, John W. MeAdams, Albion Horril 
and Joseph J. Lacey. ‘The Court ruled out 
testimony as to the défendant’s reputation 
for veracity. 

Mr. Wright's testimony was to the effect 
that he had always known defendant, dur- 
ing 20 years, as a peaceable man. 

Mr. McKittrick had known defendant 
since 1869, near Plainsville, Ind His 
reputation had always been good, The 
neighbors had all been much surprised to 
hear of defendant getting into trouble. 

The other witnesses also testified in the 
same vein as to the defendant's character 
and his general reputation for peace, quiet- 
ness and good conduct. 

‘The defense then read the testimony of 
Theodore Giese given before the Coroner, 
for the purpose of showing a conflict be- 
tween that testimony and what Mr. Giese 
said at this trial. 

MR. LUITWEILER 
recalled: Testified that he accompanied de- 
fendant to the police office when defendant 
gave up his pistol and said he had shot a 
man at witness’s place. 

MR. STEPHEN WHITE 

then took the witness in hand and called 
his attention to some testimony given by 
him at the preliminary examination, in’ re- 
gard to what transpired at the police office, 
which testimony apparently conflicted with 
what he had just stated. 

A. 8. BABCOCK, 
a wagon-merchant, of San José, had known 
defendant since 1881. Was in his employ in 
San José for three years.

THOMAS R. BROWN 
lives in San Franciseo. Knows defendant. 


‘Knew him first when he came to work for 


Baker & Hamilton, where witness works 
now as foreman of the machinery depart- 
ment. Defendant worked for a time under 
him. Never heard his reputation for peace 
and quietness questioned. 
J. A. MASSEY 

lives in Oakland. Had known defendant 
at San José. Never heard anything against 
him there. Had known'him also in San 
Francisco, where he bore a good reputation. 

Counsel for the defense here announced 
that the only further witness he had was de- 
fendant, and asked for a recess of ten min- 
utes to confer with his client, which was 
granted, 

On reassembling 

DEFENDANT 

was sworn. He testified that he was born 
in Laurence county, Indiana. Left Indiana 
for California in Mareh, 1880, because he was 
in poor health. In May, 1876, was injured by 
a kick from a horse, from which he has 
never fully recovered. Was not in.so good 
health last July as at present.. Was then 
suffering from an occasional attack of neu- 
ralgia. Arose about 6 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of the killing. Went to a restaurant 
and got breakfast. Then went to business, 
reaching there a_ilittle before 7 
o'clock. Was armed with a_ revol- 
ver. Got the revolver last May, after 
Oldridge had whipped him. 
District Attorney Knox. Oldridge had at- 
tacked him twice, each time giving him a se- 
vere hammering. Oldridge was about six feet 
high and weighed probably 165 pounds. Had 
gone before Mr. Khox and sworn outa 
or battery against Oldridge. Asked 
Mr. Knox to have Qldridge placed under 
bonds to keep the peace. Mr. Knox said 
there was not sufficient evidence. He would 
have to swear be was afraid. Said he would 
do so. Mr. Knox advised him not to do 
it as it would make hima cre? a coward. 
Also asked Judge Ranney if Oldridge couid be 
placed under bonds. Hesaidno. Witness 
was afraid of Oldridge at that time, Had 
used all legal means to protect himself. 
(The defendant made several attempts to 
introduce testimony as to advice that had 
been given defendant by the Deputy District 
Attorney in regard to defendant himself, 
but the testimony was not allowed by the 
court.) Knew Johnson. Had heard his 
testimony. Had not had a _ conversa- 
tion as detailed by him. Had not 
spoken then about Oldridge. May 
have told Johnson that if Oldridge 
attacked him again he would kill him. 
Had said he didn’t propose to be 
whipped always. Was tired of that. Rec- 
ognized one of the putty knives. (Handed 
to him for examination.) After going to 
business on the morning of the killing, went 
back to his room between 7:30 and 8 o'clock. 
Went for a dose of quinine. Witness then 
repeated the occurrences of the morning, 
oo to the killing. Had gone to a 
ylacksmith shop to see if some work was 
ready. Then telt an attack of neuralgia 
coming on; went to his room and took some 
quinine. Went back to the shop; took a 
pair of shafts upstairs. They needed 
touching up. Brought them upstairs and 


‘said to Oldridge: “Mr. Oldridge, I 
wish you would touch up these 
shafts.” 


He said: “You go down you G— 
s— of a b——, or I'l] break your neck.” 
Went downstairs and called for Mr. Luit- 
weiler. Said to him wouldn’t do business 
this way Repeated what had happened. 
Said he had better pay witness off. Luit- 
weiler said didn’t want to. Witness then 
said he must discharge Oldridge. Luit- 
weiler said: “You tell Oldridge to either 
aint those shafts or pack up his things and 
eave the shop. Went upstairs. Oldridge 
was standing with his back to me working 
on a wagon-body. When addressed he 
straightened up. Witness repeated to him 


what Luitweiler had said. Oldridge 
threw the putty cup and _ other 
things at witness, at the same 


time advancing and repeating his epithets 
and threat previously made. Witness then 
stepped back, Oldridge following him as 
fast as he could run, witness crying to him 
to mg Oldridge came forward with a 
putty-knife in his lefthand. (Witness then 
illustrated the relative positions of himself 
and Oldridge). When the witness fired Olid 
ridge was just sprixzing at him and saying 
“Yous of a b——,”’ when he fired. Firec 
to save his life. Had whipped witness 
twice and knew Oldridge was able to kill 
him. His sole intention was to stop the man. 

Cross-examined: Hadn't expected any 
trouble when he went upstairs. Said noth- 
ing to deceased except what he had stated. 
Stepped back behind the post when Old- 
ridge threw the missiles. Carried the pistol 
to prevent any one from jumping on him. 
Had spoken to Johnson ina ehaphouae one 
Sunday. Told Johnson he had been shoot- 
ing squirrels. Showed him « bullet that 
had gone through one. Had cried ‘Stop!’ 
in an ordinary tone of voice, just before the 
shooting. Deceased had seen the pistol in 
witness's hand. Backed about six feet. 
Had loaned his pistol once or twice in the 
evening, but never during the day. 

MR. LUITWEILER 
was again plaeed on the stand by the de- 
fense, and testified that when he told Kil- 
gore to order Oldridge to paint the shafts or 
leave, Kilgore went up at once with the 
message. 
— The defense here rested. 
GEORGE W. KNOX, 

Deputy District Attorney, was called in re- 
buttal. Remembered defendant’s coming to 
him about putting Oldridge under bonds. 
Never told defendant he had better not 
swear a warrant against Oldridge, because it 
would make him appear. a coward. Asked 
defendant if he had any evidence to prove 
Oldridge had made anf threats apart from 
the Jate attack. Told him then that, under 
the law, I must refuse. Defendant said he 
had stood about as much as he intended to: 
if Oldridge struek him again he would kill 
him. I told him the law would not justify 
him in killing on those grounds. Defend- 
ant had said he was afraid of deceased. (De- 
fense objected to the greater part of this evi- 
dence as not of the nature of rebuttal. Ob- 
jection sustained.) 

An adjournment was then taken until 10 
a.m. to-day. 


Illinois Association.
